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The Unprofessionals, or Horror Tales 
From the Files of Student Government

An ill wind blows through the Student Senate. Last Thursday's events 
tions Board. a chaotic senate meeting, delaying confirmation hearings on presidential appointments 
least a temporary immobilization. The paralysis is due to unfathomable, irrational actions from several quarters. 

In their surprise resignations, Elections Board members Randy Hilliard and Kent Meyers mistook flair and 
drama for substance. Instead of resigning, they could have ruled on Senate Chair Dean Garrison's petition to in- 
validate the special election. After all, the basis of invalidation as presented by the petition were the same challenges 
posed during the election. They made a ruling then; they also could have done so Thursday 

To be consistent with their earlier rulings, the board most likely would have decided against the petition and this 
would have thrown the onus back on Garrison. A test of his sincerity would have been whether or not he appealed to 
the Board of Justice 

Instead we have two meaningless, unnecessary resignations and no ruling. Meanwhile the senate bogs down 
while the invalidation issue remains alive 

Equally unfathomable ts Garrison's dogged determination to invalidate the election. During the course of the 
special elections and up until now Garrison has achieved every ojective he sought, save one 

He said the senate endorsement of Senate Chair candidate Maria Castro was unfair. The Elections Board asked 
the senate to nullify the action and the senate complied by repealing the endorsement Although withdrawing an en- 
dorsement once passed is of dubious value, the fact of the matter remains that Garrison won his point 

Garrison said two days of campaigning for the Senate Chair was not enough. The Elections Board agreed and ex- 
tended the deadline a week 

Then the Senate Chair candidate declared the election code was inadequate. Once again, the Elections Board 
agreed and after the election announced their intention to completely revamp the code. To rewrite the code in the

midst if an election would hardly have been feasible 
The one point Garrison lost by complaining after the fact was his grievance of a too short Senate Chair filing 
deadline. For the Elections Board to then extend the deadline would have been as unfair to Castro as the senate en- 


dorsement was to Garrison 
But Garrison overcame the short filing period by running as a write-in candidate, and won. The summation of all 


this is Garrison is now the Senate Chair with election code reform promised. So why does he persist? 


Garrison would say it is the principle of the matter. Even though he won, he still considers the election unfair. Ah, 
but the price of principles 

In his pursuit of invalidation, Garrison has torn the senate apart so that now it can only hobble onward The cure 
is worse than the disease 

However, the dissension in the senate ts not entirely Garnson’s doing. Within the body are senators who cannot 
separate their emotions from issues nor differentiate issues from personalities. These unprofessionals do not form 
the majority, but they are strong enough to cripple 

The de facto leader of this clique is Senator Hank Castro. It was Castro who swung the confirmation of Mimi 
Khan for the Board of Fiscal Matters the second me around; Castro gracefully redirected a vetoed Board of 
Publications bill back to the senate’s statutes committee where a version acceptable to Associated Students 
President Lynard Khan (no relation) reemerged; only after Castro urged a yes vote on the endorsement repeal did 
the motion pass 

A case in point of the unprofessionals’ dealing in personalities rather than issues 1s the abuse the Senate Chair 
received from the very outset of Thursday's meeting at the hands of senators Castro and Dave Carden. Remember 
Garrison was chairing his first meeting. Ex-chair Betty Fletcher at no time received comparable treatment 

Another example from the same meeting is the confirmation of Richard Armentrout as Board of Publications 
Coordinator. Armentrout barely passed in spite of the fact his resume filled an entire page. 

Most potential appointees have difficulty filling out a paragraph. When asked of their knowledge of the par- 
ticular position in question, they often answer that they don’t precisely know, but they will find out when they start 
serving. followed by unanimous or near unanimous approval by the senate 

Senator Linda Atkins said she voted against confirmation of Armentrout because he was associated with the 
Hornet a legitimate concern since associations do exert influence and should be considered along with 
qualifications per se 

However, not one question was directed discovering Armentrout’s motives, basic operating philosophy or the 
direction he feels the BOP should take. In fact, only one question was asked of him. 

Senator Ishmael Hernandez was more candid than Atkins in discussing Armentrout’s near non-confirmation. It 
was a “political consideration,” he said, due to the Hornet's lashing out at the senate. 

Obviously the five senators voting against Armentrout had their minds rnade up before the meeting even begzn. 

Besides being unprofessional. there seems to be a lack of intelligence on the part of these senators. 

For instance, again at Thursday's meeting, the confirmation of four Board of Justice appointees was held as ran- 
som in an attempt to compel Garrison to reveal why Hilliard and Meyers resigned 

Ihe idea of withholding in order to obtain concessions is not a bad one; nevertheless, Carden and Castro dis- 
played a lack of savvy in choosing the withholding prize they did. 

They might as well have held Garrison's dead dog as hostage. Garrison's petition was before the Elections Board; 
they resigned without making a ruling. Therefore it was still before the Elections Board. 

Despite his enunciation of principles, Garrison is not eager to overturn his own Victory. The longer the delay in 
appointing a Board of Justice and reconstituting the Elections Board, the longer Garrisons assured of retaining the 
chair, 

If anyone was paying attention, none of the presidential appointees were present. In the past, the senate has not 
considered any appointee for confirmation if he or she was not present to be questioned. The tabling of the presiden- 
tal appointees became a mute question. 

if Castro, Carden, et al wanted to know why the pair resigned, didn’t it occur tothem that the people to confront 
were the resigners? 

if Castro had his wits about him, rather than obstructing, he would be strewing flowers along Garrisons’ path 
toward invalidation. With the election invalidated, his wife, Maria, then would have another chance at the Senate 
Chair position in the ensuing election. 

Instead he foolishly suggested Garrison step down at Thursday's meeting. Naturally his mate, who is currently 
vice-chair, would assume the chairpersonship — a clear case of transparent motives. 

A person with more common sense would have let someone not so closely tied to Maria make the suggestion. 

This is not to inpugn the entire senate. To reiterate, only a minority lack professtonal demeanor and cannot sort 
out emotion, personality and issue. However, their numbers are large enough to sabotage a meeting where one or 
two senators fail to show : 

On the other side of the fence are conscientious senators who are unswayed by emotion or personality, who can 
deal with the issue at hand as the issue and who do their own thinking. These senators are perhaps best exemplified 
by Bob Middleton who termed Thursday's proceedings “garbage”.

McDonald Strikes Back

Last Thursday, addressing a convention of the American Nuclear 
Society in San Francisco, Nader argued that the current energy crisis 
is mainly “scare talk” and that the federal government is avoiding the 
tssue

Nader didn’t say that the situation was a Nixon-Big Business 
conspiracy. which is what | call it, but he definitely doubts that the

Misadvising Center? 


How often have you heard fellow students complain about advisors 
and the information they provide? Worse yet, how often have you been 
the person complaining? The following is a discussion of some of these 
complaints, and ts succeeded by a possible solution to the problem 

A student stopped by the Student Advising Center in FS 206 to in- 
quire about the Group III units required at CSUS. Is it necessary to 
take all six units? Can a transfer student get around these units? Are 
there any shortcuts? 

The student advisor stated that one may be able to petition todrep 
the Group III units, but would most likely have to take them. Although 
helpful in recommending some of the less difficult Group III classes, he 
failed to mention analternative, such as applying three units from your 
minor to Group III. A student can then petition to apply three of the 
six required units towards his minor, saving time and work for himself 

The advisor added that the Student Advising Center provides three 
units of Group II! and that there is no prerequisite 

“Even if | know nothing about advising” 

The response: “Yes, just put in your time.” 

The student advisor’s description of the class does not match that of 
the 1973-74 CSUS catalogue: “The Student Advising Center supports 
faculty advisors through a corps of trained stucent advisors who have 
made a study of curriculum, academic policies, university procedures 
and organization. The student advisors monitor the decisions of 
relevant committees, administrative offices and the Faculty Senate in 
order to make available the most current information both to faculty 
and students. While specializing in Genera! Education requirements 
_ and the problems of transfer students, center advisors refer students to 

faculty advisors for the purposes listed above.” 

This description leads a student to believe that he will receive 
qualified advice from any student enrolled in the class. 

One reason students have difficulty receiving qualified counseling is 
that in many CSUS departments the burden of student advising is 
placed upon the professors. These instructors are often so involved 
with teaching classes, and many times with extracurricular school ac- 
tivities, that they may not be familiar with all the information and 
current changes regarding programs in the different catalogues 

In some cases instructors in the same department give conflicting 
advice. At one point in my student career | was referred to an 
education advisor. When I finally caught up with him (I was told that 
he would have no appointment vacancies for a while), he listed the 
classes which | needed to complete and signed the paper they were on. 
When this sheet was turned in to another person in the education 
depariment. | was informed that the other advisor was mistaken, and 
that two of the listed classes couldn't possibly be taken at the same 
time 

Future teachers are faced with an additional problem — the ques- 
tion of the new teaching credential bill, the Ryan Act. When the bill 
was first “introduced” to the students, it was mass confusion. Many 
bewildered students were wondering how a bill could be ent orced when 
it couldn't be interpreted. Although the mystery as to which statute ap- 
plies (the Fischer Bill of Ryan Act) has become somewhat less con- 
fusing, a student can still get conflicting statements from teacher-ad- 
visors in a single department 

One possible change in the advising routine might be to hire a full 
time advising staff. Each department would be required to send anac- 
curate, up-to-date information sheet to the advising committee. This 
committee would be responsible for knowing the information on these 
sheets, interpreting all old and new catalogue information, and being 
familiar with programs which affect students at the state university 
level. Perhaps an ultimate goal would be to establish an interscholastic 
advising system. This would ensure that each school applied the same 
interpretation to statewide programs. Also, transferring students 
would have less problems seeing where they were in another school’s 


programs

No Sex Bias 


In Chemistry 


Editor, the Hornet 

On Nov. |, 1973, Judge Wilkins 
of the Federal Court dismissed the 
suit against the Chemistry 
Department charging sex dis- 
crimination in hiring. The plaintiff 
had he: “day in court” to present 
her charges and witnesses in her 
behalf. After hearing these, and 
betore the defense was presented. 
the judge dismissed the case. This 
shows in a very strong manner that 
sex discrimination was not in- 
volved in the department's hiring 
process. 

The chemistry department feels 
it is exonerated by the results, but 
believes that it is necessary to re- 
state our position to the campus on 
one of the plaintiff's charges. Inthe 
Horner on Oct. 26. 1973, byline 
Ginny McReynolds. the plaintiff 
charged that in May of this year the 
department proceeded in hiring a 
woman with a “conspicuously 
unimpressive background”. It is 
deplorable that the plaintiff made 
such a false, desperate, and damag- 
ing charge. As a teacher she must 
have been aware of the harmful 
effect such treatment would have 
on student-teacher relationships 

In the opinion of the majority of 
the department taculty the woman 
hired for the position is better 
qualified than any of the other ap- 
plicants. Our hiring procedures 
guarantee this result. Briefly: She 
has her Ph.D. and post doctoral! 
experience and has published in the 
field of chemistry in which we were 
particularly interested: as a

fhe student-faculty cooperative 
which began last semester as a 10- 
student, three-unit program, has 
expanded this fall to offer 15 units

Emphasis is placed on 
cooperation.

A faculty position of producer- 
director, which was promised in 
September, has not been filled. If 
this delay continues and funds are 
withheld, the program will end in 
January

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Brightman: CSUS Native American Studies 
Well Developed and One of Best in US

The life expectancy among In- 
dians is 45 years, compared to 75 
years for non-Indians. The unem- 
ployment rate for Indians ts 40 to 
70 per cent depending on the reser- 
vation. The suicide rate among In- 
dians is 10 times that of the rest of 
the nation. The median family in- 
come is $1,900; over 70 percent of 
the Indian population earns less 
than $3,000 


These hard facts deeply distress 
Lehman Brightman, the new direc- 
tor of Native American studies 
Brightman, a Dakota Sioux, has a 
Master's degree from U.C 
Berkeley and is the founder of 
United Native Americans 
(UNA), a civil rights group 
concerned with the problems fac- 
ing American Indians. He is the 
editor publisher of The Warpath. 
a national newspaper published by 
UNA. He was instrumental in the 
establishment of the Ethnic Studies 
Department at U.C. Berkeley and 
was on the faculty of UC. San 
Diego before coming to CSUS. He 
took part in the occupation of 
Alcatraz and led agroup of Indians 
who invaded and occupied the top 
of the cliff at Mount Rushmore 
Nationa! Monument in 1970. He 
and his followers spent two months 
on the top of the mountain to 
dramatize the fact that the Sioux 
Nation still owns the mountain

“Ot all the poor people. we are 
the worst off. We are the least able 
to help ourselves. We have no 
money, no politicians to represent 
us and of the 56 million acres that 
belong to Indian people. 51 million 
acres are eroded.”

Brightman believes that there must 
be more scholarships for Indian 
youths and that the out-of-state 
tuition should be 
dropped tor Indians

“One half of our people are on 
reservations that are scattered ail 
over the country. in Arizona, Mon- 
tana, South Dakota.” 


Brightman adds, “The language 
barrier and cultural barrier are the 
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two biggest problems we have. For 
50 per cent of the Indianstudents, 
English is the second language 
This is why programs like this one 
are important The Native 
American Studies program is the 
first step on the avenue of em- 
ployment for them 

“Instead of being trained tor 
higher levels of education, the 
average Indian has a fifth grade 
education and is trained to be a 
barber or beautician. They have 
made us a race of common 
laborers.” 

Brightman attributes the recent 
militancy of Indian youths to the 
fact that they watch the same TV 
shows as everybody else and they 
want the same things. now and not 
50 years from now 

Brightman sees the need tor 
change in the federal government's 
policies of the Bureau of Indian At- 
fairs
